Rhizoma incrassatum. Caules caespitosi 10-20 (-45) cm longi 2-4 mm 
crassi, ascendentes vel declinati rubro-virides. Folia opposita interdum 
ternata, petiolata, patentia, carnosa glauca, ovata vel rhombea margine 
integra vel crenata interdum rubra, 20-42 (-60) mm longa 17-35 (-47) mm lata, 
nervis inconspicuis. Inflorescentiae terminales et axillares, in quoque caule 
vulgo 1-5 raro 10 dispositae, 2-4 cm diam., dense multiflorae. Flores rosei 
7-8 mm in diam., pedicellis 3-4 mm longis. Calyx 5 partitus, lobis trianglari- 
lanceolatis acutis ca. 1 mm longis. Petala 5 oblongo-lanceolata acuta 4-5 mm 
longa, infra medium usque horizontaliter patentia. Stamina 5 inter petala 
4-5 mm longa et 5 intra petala 3-4 mm longa; antherae purpureo-rubrae.
